At Cincinnati the Water Is Now 
the Highest It Has Been for 
Centuries. 


Untold Suffering at Wheeling and Oth- 
er Points—Louisville Certainly 
Doomed. 


Hundreds of Towns and Vast Stretches of 
Country Inundated—Starvation and 
Famine.

THE HIGHEST WATER EVER KNOWN—THB CITY 
IN DARKNESS. 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 11.—{Special.]—The 
city is wrapped tonight in fog, and mist, and 
Egyptian darkness, with the river at 7 o’clock 
at {sixty-six feet eleven inches—seven inches 
higher than has been known in a hundred years. 
It has rained nearly all day, and the signal 
service report no indication of its clearing up. 
At all points between here and Gallipolis, 200 
miles above, the river is from two to three feet 
higher than last February, and still rising. The 
rise here, which has averaged one inch an 
hour all day, is likely to continue, under the most 
favorable circumstances, for thirty-six hours, 
and, should there be more heavy rain, there is 
no telling where it will stop. The best predic- 
tion that can be made is that there will be two 
feet more water here than last year, and a de- 
cline cannot be expected before Friday. With 
more rain there may be a rise of four feet 
more, and predictions to that effect are heard 
on every hand. Two feet more will stop traffic 
over every railroad except the Northern Nar 
row-Gage and the city will be shut in without gas 
and but ashort supply of water to take care of its 
homeless and hungry thousands and our en- 
dangered property. A singular feature of the 
flood is the entire absence of sensational oc- 
currences. 

THE DANGERS OF THE SITUATION. 

The waters have crept slowly up until all pre- 
vious marks have been submerged, and the peo- 
ple have retreated before them as necessity has 
dictated. The work of relieving them has been 
organized and enlarged as the need has grown 
greater, and the people have hoped that they 
would be spared great disaster. Thus far 
none has come, but the turbid currents 
routing through to every street may at 
any hour work such destruction as only 
a vivid imagination can picture. Standing on 
one of the hill-tops, one can see where the 
| smoke and storm left a broad stretch of water 
reaching across to the Kentucky hills on the 
opposit side, and a space near the middle where 
there are no tree-tops or roofs of houses pro- 
truding is all there is to mark the channel of 
the Ohio. With such scenes and dangers be- 
fore them the people could not be less than in- 
tensely anxious, although the casualties and 
great loss of property that have been predicted 
have not yet occurred. 

The last pump was stopped at the water- 
works at noon today. If economically used 
there 1s water enough in the reservoir to last 
five or six days. One serious fire, however, | 
would exhaust the entire supply; and, in case 
of a second fire, unless it should be near the 
flooded districts, the city would be helpless. 
The danger from fire has been greatly in- 
creased from the introduction of coal-oil lamps, 
which are being used by thousands of persons 
who do not Know how to use them. 

THE STOPPAGE OF BUSINESS. 

In order to eke out the water supply the 
stopping has been ordered of all elevators and 
manufactories. Several thousand workingmen 
whom the flood has not disturbed are thus 
thrown out of employment. Business of all 
kinds, except such as relate to daily necessities, 
is suspended. People of all classes are sick 
over the situation, and those whose business 
has not been interfered with have no heart to 
carry it on. There were less than half of the 
usual members on Change today, and those 
who went on the floor were in quest of news 
or interested in the relief work. No one 
seemed to think of business. 

Inquiries today among the pork men as to 
the quantities of pork and provisions under 
water or damaged show but slight losses thus 
far. Some of the packing-houses are under 
water, but their contents were removed in 
good time. 

The grain elevators can stand from three to 
seven feet more water. 

RELIEVING THE WANTS OF THE Wexpr.

The calls for assist- 
ance have been doubled, and appeals for con- 
tributions and more help in distributing relief

take care of her own people, but she can

WHEELING, W. VA. 
UNPARALLELED DESTRYUCTION OF PROPERTY. 

WHEELING, W. Va., Feb. 11.—([Special.]—Since 
last Wednesday morning the population of this 
city bas regarded with intense excitement the 
work of destruction that has been going on. 
Hundreds of men have deen compelled to stand 
by and see their property destroyed without 
being able to interfere. They have in number- 
less cases lost the accumulations of a lifetime, 
and are left far advanced toward the evening 
of life in absolute want. Men who a week ago 
were the owners of handsome residences and 
could gratify almost every wish now know not 
where to lay their heads or how to provide food 
and clothing for their hungry and shivering 
families. This is no fanciful picture, but 
a fact in the broadest sense. The City 
of Wheeling has suffered greater loss in 
tne last six days than durimg the entire 100 
years of its existence combined. Nothing like 
it has ever been dreamed of by its people, 
much less experienced, and years will not be 


'| sufficient to efface the last traces of our 


great calamity. 
VISITING RUINED HOUSES. 

Thousands today for the first time visited the 
desolate spots where homes once stood, and 
many feartul scenes were witnessed, Could 
the expressions of sympathy that were so free- 
ly bestowed by those fortunate enough to have 
suffered no injury have taken tangible form 
the work of restoration would have been in- 
stantaneous. Sympathy in the face of a uni- 
versal calamity, however, goes for little, and 
many a weary husband or heartbroken wife, as 
they stood contempiating their former homes, 
would have preferred not to have been exposed 
to the rude gaze of the curious, whose passing 
tribute of a sigh was not implored. 

The news received tonight that a bill appro- 
priating $500,000 for the relief of the sufferers 
in the Valley had passed Congress was received 
with every possible demonstration of delight, 
and infused new strength into those engaged 
in the work of relief. 

THE MONEY VALUE OF THE LOSSES. 

For the first time some tangible idea of the 
Joss in money can now be given in this city and 
near-by towns.

EVANSVILLE AND VICINITY. 

THE TOWN ALL RIGHT. BUT SURROUNDING 
COUNTRY INUNDATED. 
EVANSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 11.—[Special.]—The 
rain which set in Friday evening continued al- 
most without intermission until 10 o’clock this 
morning, and the weather continues warm and 
cloudy, with indications of more rain. The 
river continues to swell steadily, though not 
rapidly, and it is the general opinion of boat- 
men that last year’s highest stage—47.6 feet 
will be exceeded by at least one foot. At 
this writing the Government gage shows 
nearly two feet less than the high-water 
mark of 1883, which was the highest stage ever 
attained by the river at this point. So far as 
Evansville itself is concerned no fears are en- 
tertained. The city last year stood high and 
dry above the great flood, with several feet to 


| spare, and all its manufacturing establishments 


running full time and without inconvenience. 
In the low lands above and below the city, how- 
ever, and across the river in Kentucky, the 
water has overspread everything to the depth 
of several feet, ahd a vast amount of property 
of ali kinds has been destroyed, and, with two 
or three feet more to come, further loss is in- 
evitable. Profiting by their experience last 
year, the farmers in these submerged regions 
have for several days been using great exer- 
tion in preparing themselves for the worst. A

TARDY PREPARATIONS. 


would be impossible for two such floods as 
that of 1888 and this year to follow each other 
so closely, many persons made no such prepa- 
rations, or began their preparations too late. 
The result is, that the loss has been and will be 
much greater than it ought to have been with 
anything like proper precautions on the part of 
those most affected. 

In the neighborhood of Owensboro, forty 
miles above here, both on the Indiana and Ken- 
tucky siges, there is much corn in the water, 
and the loss will be extensive. Between that 
point and Newburg, fifteen miles above here, 
15,000 or 20,000 bushels of corn will be lost, and 
as much more is in the water between there 
and Evansville. Between here and Henderson, 
twelve miles below, the loss is estimated at 
100,000 bushels, though this is probably exag- 
gerated. The loss, however, which is chiefly in 
the Kentucky lowlands, will kp considerable. 

HOUSES SUBMERGED. 

The water in many of the houses across the 
river and thence to two or three miles 
this side of Henderson is almost up to the seq- 
ond-story windows. As yet, however, none of 
the buildings have moved from their founda- 
tions, though anything like rough weather 
would almost certainly carry several of them 
away. Below Henderson many of last year’s 
scenes are already being repeated. Hender- 
sonville, Mount Vernon, and two or three 
similarly-located towns, which defied last year’s 
floods, still stand high and dry, and have noth- 
ing to fear. All about them, however, isa vast 
waste of water, extending in every direction as 
far as the eye can reach. Portions of Union- 
town and the other places overflowed last year 
are already submerged, and the people are now 
removing everything perishable to the upper 


other long and weary siege. 

The Shawneetown levee is as yet intact, but 
the wash of the waves upon it is already be- 
ginning to tell, and the citizens are apprehen- 
sive that when the flood reaches its hight the 
embankments will give way as they did last 
year, and that they will suffer the terrible fate 
that overtook them then. There is great ex- 
citement, and many of the people who remained 
there last year haven’t the courage to face an- 
other such flood, and are preparing to flee. 

ALMOST AS BAD AS LAST YEAR. 

At Evansville the view of the flood is much 
obscured by fog and mist, but the officers of 
the harbor-boats, which are busily employed in 
rescuing people and property in the submerged 
districts, describe the situation as already al- 
most as bad as that of last year. The 
width of the rivér here and at points below is 
estimated at not less than thirty miles, and but 
for the trees and hidden logs and other ob- 
structions the largest steamers could run with 
ease and without risk over all the country thus 
flooded, the water over many farms being 


many of the farmers have been brought here, 
and others are arriving hourly. They remain 
in their homes until forced to leave by the 
waves, and hang about the bulletin-boards with 
anxious faces, eagerly scanning the news. 
AT MIDNIGHT. 

Ind., Feb. 12—1 a. m.—[Special.]

Private marks kept in the ils 
of Hall & Eddy this morning show a rise 
of three-quarters of an inch per 
hour. This intelligence was spread through the 
flooded district and gave rise to fresh alarm. 
Wire and rope fences have been run along Ful- 
ton street to hold in the floating property and 
prevent it going over the falls. The water is 
piling up around the inundated houses, and in 
many places only the chimneys are to be seen. 
A few have been buoyed up and are floating 
around in the flood. The water is making rapid 
strides for the higher two-story houses, and 
many which have been inhabited in the upper 
| floors are being vacated. The walls have been 
so thoroughly soaked that itis feared a wind 
will work general destruction.

For many weeks be- 
fore the flood many of the poorer residents were 
thrown out of employment owing to a slack 
in business, and relied for their 
sustenance through the winter on odd 
jobs which might be picked up around the 
river. All of this has been cut off by the 
floods, and they are now at the mercy of char- 
ity. Besides this, there was a great deal of 
sickness, and many of the patients are reported 
to be considerably worse by the fright and re- 
moval. A young lady living at No. 720 Fulton, 
near Clay, in Barney Snyder’s house, was re- 
ported this morning to have died from the 
effects of such a removal.

BOGUS DIVORCES. 
STARTLING DISCOVERIES IN BROOKLYN. 
New York, Feb. 11.— [Special.] — Distriet- 
Attorney James W. Ridgeway, of Kings Coun- 
ty, has unearthed a criminal conspiracy within 
the last week, which involves a Supreme Court 


Clerk, a number of lawyers, and others, and 
which has ramifications extending all over the 
country. A few days after Mr. Ridgeway took 
the office, the Ist of last January, some facts 
came to his knowledge which led him to be- 
lievé that many bogus divorces, purporting to 
have been granted in Brooklyn, had been ob- 
tained by men and women in different parts of 
the country. While at work on what clews he 
could obtain to secure evidence against 
the guilty persons, a letter was received by 
| Rodney Thursby, County Clerk of Kings Coun- 
ty, from Mrs. G. F. Rundlett, in Boston, inquir- 
ing if an inclosure therein made was a correct 
copy of the record of adivorce suit in Kings 
County, if the signature of one Rodney, Thurs- 
by was genuine, and if eve was straight 
and legal. The certified co a divorce de- 
cree inclosed in Mrs. Rundlett's letter showed 
that she had been divored from her husband, 
Francis H. Rundlett, of 97% State street, Bos- 
ton, by Judge C. F. Pratt, the 24th of January 
t, onthe report ot John G. Law, Referee. 
The ground for divorce was adultery. Nearly 
everything about the papers was forged, in- 
cluding the order of reference, the Judge's name 
which was signed to the decree, the seal of 
King's County, and the name of the County 
Clerk. ‘The attorney for the plaintiff was John 
T. 8. Clarke, of No. 234 Broadway, and who oc- 
cupies an office with Monroe Adams, a lawyer 
who advertisesto get divorces without pub- 
icity. Clarke and Adams managed to eluae 
arrest as soon as the discovery was made, 
but Adrian Roberts, Clarke's clerk, 
was secured, together with a colored 
man named Jacob H. Anderson. John G. Law, 
for many years a clerk to Judge Pratt, fn the 
Supreme Court, Kings County, has also been 

arrested. 

FIFTY FRAUDULENT DIVORCES. 

Vp to the present time Mr. Ridgeway has dis- 
covered some fifty cases of fraudulent divorce. 
In some a decree was actually granted on man- 

ufacturea testimony, and in others the papers 
were all forged, as in the Rundlett case, Law 
signing in most of them the bogus orders of 
reference and the Judge's name. In one case in 
which Law was himself the clerk of the special 
term at which an order of reference purported 
to be granted, he forged Judge Pratt's name, 
and, as Clerk, certified the correctness of the 

order appointing himself referee. Sometimes, 
as illustrated by a case the title of which is 
Barr against Barr, a genuine decree was se- 
cured on manufactured testimony. The negro 
Anderson figures in various cases under differ- 
ent names, and was used for giving testimony 
against defendants. He could furnish affiida- 
vits on adultery, cruelty, desertion, or any 
other divorceable cause, according to the State 
in which plaintiffs resided. 

Mr. Ridgeway said this evening that as yet 
he had only been able to touch the surface of 
the frauds. “‘We had no doubt that bogus 
divorces purporting to have been granted in 
Brooklyn were sold all over the country by the 
gang of swindlers who furnished the forged de- 
cree in the Runiett case. There was evidence, 
too, that they had confederates in other 
cities."” In searching the records of the County 
Clerk’s office, Mr. Ridgeway said the decrees 
which had been secured on manufactured 


drawn in 
colored man Anderson. Judge Pratt has not 
given Law a reference in two years. Notwith- 
Banding this fact, in at least twenty of the 
bogus orders of reference so far discovered by 
the District-Attorney, Law is named as Referee. 
This afternoon Law was taken before Justice 
Massey anda complaint of forgery preferred 
against him by Deputy County Clerk Barnard. 
Law pleaded not guilty and was finally admit- 
ted to bail in the sum of $5,000 by Judge Pratt. 
Roberts and Anderson were also held on charges 
of forgery. District-Attorney Ridgeway ex- 
pects tomorrow to have in custody a number of 
other persons. 


AN UPRIGHT JUDGE. 
HE WILL NOT AID IN THE PERPETRATION OF 
A FRAUD. 

‘New York, Feb. 11.—{Special.}—Judge Wal- 
lace, in deciding the case of the Memphis & Lit- 
tle Rock Railway Company, brought by Gould, 
Sage, and Marquand as purchasers of a major- 
ity of its stock, against Robert K. Dow and 
others, said: The present case is phenomenal 
in the audacity of the attempt to induce a court 
of equity to assist a corporation in repudiating 
its obligations to its creditors without 
Offering to return the property it acquired 
by its unauthorized contract with them. 
Tt is now contended that, if there is any obli- 
gation on the part of the corporation to pay 
for the property it purchased, it is not to pay 
what it agreed to, but to pay a less considera- 


to be paid. court will not 
compel the bondholders to ter upon any 
such inquiry. They were entitled to set their 
Own value on the property.“ The bill was 
therefore dismissed, with costs. J

BREAKING A BARGAIN. 
APPARENT END OF THE NORTHERN PACIFIC 
ALLIANCE WITH THE OREGON COMPANY. 

New York, Feb. 11.—[Special.]—It is stated 
by an Officer of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company that the Oregon Railway & Naviga- 
tion Company has given notice to the 
former company that it wishes to 
terminate the traffic agreement between 
the two companies, under which the 
Railway & Navigation Company agreed to give 
the Northern Pacific an advantage equal to 
sixty-six miles in 200 on all freight transported 
between Portland and Wallula Junction and 
proportionately for shorter distances. The 
agreement was a perpetual one and was en- 
tered into by the two companies in 1880, and 
the addition of the sixty-six miles 
in the settlement of the pro-rata business was 
given to the Northern Pacific in exchange for 
the privileges—accorded by the agreement to 
the Railway & Navigation Company—of the 
right of way onthe south bank of the Columbia 
River. By this agreement the Northern Pacific 
Company was further allowed a maximum of 
7% per cent onthe interchanged traffic when 
this amounted to 8,000 tons monthly, and this 
allowance also included passenger business, 
the whole being subject to yearly settle- 
ment and adjustment. The Northern Pacific 
officers state that the action of 
the Oregon Company is notin any sense to be 
regarded as an jndication of any rupture be- 
tween the two companies, but is solely for the 
acquirement of better terms than it now enjoys, 
and these will undoubtedly be acceded by the 
Northern Pacific Company rather than have any 
disruption of the relation now existing be- 
tween the organizations. Should there be a 
disagreement on this point the Railway and 
Navigation Company could secure the desired 
terms over the Union Pacific’s lines when these 
shall have reached a connection with the Ore- 
gon Company's branch to Baker City.

TWO FOND FOOLS. 


One of Them Is Dead and the Sooner the 
, Other Is the Better. 
A murder and probable suicide, the result of 
improper intimacy and jealousy, occurred yes- 
terday afternoon at No. 714 Hubbard street. 
E. Will Feltges, 22 years old, who has been em- 
ployed as a bookkeeper for Brodie & Co., oyster 
dealers, Nos. 70 and 72 State street, shot and 
killed Elizabeth Josephine Aiken, wife of 
A. T. Aiken, weighmaster/of the Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati & St. Louis Railroad, and then sent 
two bullets into his own body with such effect 
that he cannot recover. There were no wit- 
nesses to the occurrence, and the tragedy was 
not discovered until early evening, when the 
body of the woman was cold and the perpe- 
trator lay beside her insensible. | 
THE SHOOTING. 
Feltges had boarded at No. 716 Hubbard 
street, the residence of the Aikens, since last 
October. Yesterday he visited the house 
shortly after noon, and he and Mrs. 
Aiken went out together; returning about 
3 o'clock, when they sent Annie Reddy, 
a little girl living with the Aikens, to Case & 
Martin’s bakery, at Wood and Lake streets, for 
some biscuits. The girl returned in about a 


half-hour, and opening the sitting-room door 
saw the body of Mrs. Aiken lying on the floor 
in a corner of the room. Beside her iay Felt- 
ges, his head resting upon the breast of the 
dead woman. They lay in a pool of blood. The 
sight so alarmed the child that she fled without 
relating her discovery to any one and hid be- 
hind the house, where she was found in the 
— by Mr. Aiken, nearly insensible from 
right. 


The next te discover the bodies was Mr. 
Aiken, on returning from business at 6:30 p. m. 
He summoned D. Martin, a carpenter living 
next door, and word was sent to the police. 
Feltges was insensible from a wound in the 
left breast above the heart, and another in the 
forehead, the ball having glanced upward and 
lodged in the skull. In this condition he was 
removed to the County Hospital. The woman 
had received but one wound—about an 


inch ‘and a half below and back 
of the ear. She was laid 
upon a stretcher in the room where the deed 


was committed. She was 28 years of age, a 
brunet, and ot prepossessing appearance.

Suspension of the Bank of Platteville, 
| Wis. 


PLATTEVILLE, Wis., Feb. 11.—|Special.]—The 
gsuspensio of the Bank of Platteville Saturday 
morning naturally caused great excitement in 
the city, where the ovroprietor, Mr. Isaac 
Hodges, has lived for over half a century and 
has held the unlimited confidence of the public. 
The suspension is in no way connected with 
speculation, but was caused by an unforeseen 
run Thursday and Friday last, when the de- 
positors drew out over $50,000, and the bank 
could not make its assets available at a time N 
when most needed. From an interview with 
the Cashier your correspondent learns that 
the nominal assets will foot up about $226,000. 
These consist of real estate, notes, bonds, 
mortgages, overdrafts, and accounts, The 
liabilities will amount to about $125,000. The 
entire assets of the bank have been assigned to 
J. H. Evans, who will at once enter upon the 
discharge of the trust and settle with the de- 
positors. The suspension was unquestionably 
the result of unsecured advances, made princi- 
pally to shippers of grain and stock. There is 
no suspicion of fraud either against Mr. 
Hodges, the proprietor, or Mr. O. F. Griswold, 
the Cashier, but it is a misfortune brought 
about solely by unsecured overdrafts. 


The Bank of Platteville keeps its Chicago ac- 
count with the National Bank of America in 
this city. The officials of the latter institution 
said that they had learned nothing of the fail- 
ure, but that Saturday they suspected some- 
thing had gone wrong on account of the extra 
rush of Bank of Platteville checks which they 
were called upon to cash. Bradstreet, they 
said, rated the Bank of Platteville as worth from 
$50,000 to $75,000, its credit being very good. 
The First National Bank was formerly the cor- 
respondent of the broken bank, but at present 
corresponds with Northrop & Co., in the same 
town. In a letter to the First National, North- 
rop & Co. said yesterday that only one of their 
depositors had withdrawn his account because 
of the failure of the Bank of Platteville. From 
this it would appear that the Platteville com- 
munity was not ken,

Mo., Feb. 11.—[{Special.]—A big 
sensation was created today by the dismiséal bye 
Prosecuiing-Attorney Wallace of the charges 
of robbing a Chicago & Alton train at Blue Cut 
in 1881 against Frank James in this county, 
thus ending for a time at least the strongest 
case against the outlaw and the one ia which a 
conviction was most probable under favorable 
circumstances. The ground upon which the 
case was dismissed was the refusal of Gov. 
Crittenden to pardon Dick Liddell, who 
is the most important witness for the 
State, having been a comrade of 
James’ in much of the outlawry he 
is said to have practiced. The case was called 
before Judge White, of the Criminal Court, 
this morning, and when court opened Mr. Wak 
lace announced the dismissal. 

THE PROSECUTING-ATTORNEY’'S STATEMENT. 

The full text of the statement made by Mr. 
Wallace is as follows: | 

May it please the Court; Before the ap- 
plication of a change of Judge in the case of 
the State vs. Frank James is taken 
up and passed upon 1 desire to 
state that I am  =*{foreed with 
tremest reluctance at once to ask a 
dismissal of the case. As the court is aware, 
it has been my custom in askiig dismissal of 
causes to state that I did so either, first, be- 
cause I entertained myself a reasonable doubt 
as to defendant’s guilt and could not consojen- 
tiously urge his conviction; or, second, for the 


a jury would convict. It might be deemed 
improper to state my own belief as to the guilt 
or innocence of the defendant at the bar, but 
that the precise ground of dismissal may 
be distinctly understood, it is considered a 
duty to the court to say that the first of the 
reasons just named is having nothing whatever 
to do with the action now being taken. As to 
the second reason, I have no hesitancy in stat- 
ing in open court that while I do not concede 
that our people are prejudiced against the de- 
fendant as claimed in his affidavit for a change 
of venue, yet if his case was submitted to 
Jackson County jury, the mouths of some of 
the witnesses being closed, he would be most 
certainly and promptly convicted of the crime 
‘with which he is charged. 
HISTORY OF THE CASE. 222 
The cause compelling a dismissal in the pres- 
ent instance is of such a nature that a brief 
statement of afew of the leading facts in the 
history of the case becomes unavoidable that 
the court may properly understand it. During

He aw 
cepted, giving himself up to an officer of the 
law February, 1882, and while untrue, it may 
be said, to his comrades he was so true to the 
State in every word and act that in less than 
one year the band was broken up and outlawry 
became a thing of the past in Missouri. 
VALUE OF LIDDELL’S TESTIMONY.

Liddelijwas convict- 
ed of grand larceny at the November term, 
1874, of the Circuit Court of Vernon County, 
Missouri, and at the expiration of the three- 
fourths of his teria received, as the State main- 
tained and as Judge Goodman held in a recent 
trial at Daviess County, Missouri, a pardon suf- 
ficient to restore his competency as a witness, 
which he had lost by said conviction.

INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 

The idea seems to prevail among the Con- 
gressmen who pretend to be interesting them- 
selves in the subject of inter-State commerce 
that it is necessary to choose between the 
Reagan bill, which provides for no commis- 
sion, and some other bill which provides for a 


commission, but furnishes no authority to do 


anything. It is very clear to people outside 
of Congress who have looked into the matter 
that neither one of these two extremes is nec- 
essary or desirable, but that either the com- 
mission without ample powers or a set of 
rules without providing for the enforcement 
thereof would fail to provide relief or protec- 
tion for the public from the extortions and 
discriminations of the railroads. Unless the 
House committee which has inter-State com- 
méree under consideration shall dispossess 
itself of the error we have pointed out and 
frame a bill which shall include the appoint- 
ment of a National commission, and also the 
most important specific regulations and pen- 
alties of the Reagan bill, it may just as well 
shelve the subject at once. To omtt the com- 
mission will be to leave off the head, and to 
omit the principles which should underlie a 
regulation of the railroad traffic in the inter- 
ests of the people will be to take out the vitals 
of the project. 

Tue Trrevune has never contended that all 
the provisions of the Reagan bill are essential 
to the successful regulation of abuses inci- 
dent to the railroad business; but the objec- 
tions which are urged by members of the 
House committee are invalid for the most 


part. 

It is argued that the clause which prohibits 
a greater charge for a short than a long haul 
would result in an injury to the agricultural 
classes because the railroads would find it nec- 
essary to increase their through rates in order 
to make their local rates profitable. That is 
by no means a necessary result, though it ap- 
pears to be at first thought. Itis not in- 
tended, as we understand the proposition, 
that the rates shall not be greater on the 
short haul than the “rates” on the long 
haul. In other words, if a rate between 
Chicago and New York on grain be fixed 
at one-half of 1 per cent per ton per mile it 
does not follow that consignments must 
be taken at the same rate from Chi- 
cago to Fort Wayne. The provision is that 
the charge for a certain service over a 
short distance shall not be greater than the 
charge for the same service over a longer 
distance—a provision which is designed to 
prevent the discrimination against localities 
which isa common practice in railroad man- 


agement, and grows out of competition at cer- 


tain points which is not encountered at other 
points. Such a provision would prohibit a 
railroad from charging more for hauling a 
car-load of grain from an interior point in 
New York or Ohio to the seaboard than from 
Chicago to the seaboard, but it would not re- 
quire the same rate to be established in both 
cases. 

The opposition to the clause which requires 
publicity and stability of rates by providing 
that due notice shall be given of every change 
is an evidence that the Congressmen who are 
responsible for it either are acting in the in- 
terests of the corporations or else are wofully 
ignorant of the public demands. Perhaps 


the greatest hardship the people suffer at the 


hands of the railroads is from the sudden, er- 
ratic, and irresponsible changes which are 
made in rates from time to time. They are 
suggested by combinations and disruptions of 
the same, by pools and railroad wars, by the 
designs of manipulators to put up or put down 
the price of stocks in Wall street. But the 
farmer who has estimated his property and 
projected his outlay upon a certain cost of 
transportation as fixed by the railroads; 
the shipper and merchant who have 
agreed to pay a certain price for 
produce upon established rates; and the 
consumers who have been led to believe that 
their breadstuffs will cost them a certain 
amount, based upon the advertised rate of 
transportation—all find their calculations dis- 


turbed, and all share the loss occasioned by a 


sudden change in the cost of transportation, 
which necessarily changes the price of the 
commodity transported. The railroads alone, 
and sometimes merely a clique of stock-job- 
bers, are benefited by this proceeding; ail 
others—the producers, the merchants, and 
the consumers—are victims of the swindle. 


_A scheme for holding the railroads accounta- 


ble to the public welfare which should omit 
the prohibition against the changing of 


freight schedules without reasonable notice 


would be a farce. 

The public is in no danger, as some-Con- 
gressmen contend, from the failure to pro- 
vide for the regulation ot the water routes or 
from any advantage which the New York 
Central, lying wholly within the State of 
New York, and therefore exempt from inter- 
State regulation, would enjoy over other rail- 


roads. The great lakes, rivers, and canals 
are free highways where the law of compe- 
tition may continue to operate; there will be 
no combinations to monopolize them; they 
will furnish ample accommodation for all; 
money will always be forthcoming to provide 


water transportation at reasonable rates. The 


New York Central Road may establish as low 
rates as it chooses by combining with other 
corporations west of New York or by using 
the waterways to the West; it is not likely 
to put rates below the profit line, and 
it will be for the competing railroads to 
meet them. It will not beable to make its 
schedules higher than the other companies 
subject to the National regulations will make, 
for in that case it would lose its business. 
Hence it is evident that there is po force to 
the objection that the New York Central 
and the water transportation companies will 
be outside of the proposed regulations; they 
will not be able to put up the cost of trans- 
portation or to discriminate against any sec- 
tion of the country, except within the State 


of New York, which must take care of itself. 


A National Commission, restrained by cer- 
tain rules and penalties which shall protect 
it from railroad influences, enjoined to en- 
force regulations specifically framed in the 
public interest, and empowered to take steps 
which for many reasons are inaccessible to in- 
dividuals, is the true solution of the railroad 
problem. A commission which should be a 
law unto itself, or one which should have no 
power beyond examining reports and colleet- 
ing information, or a series of rules without 
any authorized agency for enforcing them, 
would be useless. 


FALSE LEADERS IN CONGRESS. 


Mr. Frank Hiscock, Representative in Con- 
gress of the Syracuse salt monopolists of 
New York, aspires to the position of leader 
of the Republican side of that body, prob- 
ably as a stepping-stone to the congenial com- 
pany of attorneys of monopoly in the House 
of Lords. Butif the remarks attributed to 
him in the Washington dispatches with re- 
gard to tariff revision are an indication of his 
character and ability his prospects for suc- 
cess are slim indeed. His conceptions of 
policy are about as public-spirited and en- 


lightened as those of Mr. Randall, and he is 


likely to have much the same success with 
his party as that gentleman has had with the 
Democrats, who have refused Mr. Randall 
the Speakership which he sought to win by 
slavish and subterranean loyalty to the inter- 
ests of monopolists—‘‘ business interests he 
calls them. The Republicans are not likely 
to do much better for Mr. Hiscock. 

Hiscock’s methods are remarkably like 
Randall’s. They are so much alike that the 
intelligent observer is at once able to see that, 
tho they parade as members of different par- 
ties, they really fight for the same cause. 
Randall's conceptions of statesmanship have 


dwindled down to such diminuendo tactics as 


introducing the Naval Apprepriation bill just 
ahead of the Tariff bill—precisely as we 
pointed out it was his intention to do—so 
that the fierce debate which the appropria- 
tions for the navy are certain to provoke may 
interfere to the greatest possible extent with 
the consideration of the reduction of taxation. 
Hiscock’s ideas of the way to make himself 
leader of his party and bring his party into 
the confidence of the people is to insist on 
the retention of war taxes in time of peace. 
The one thing that Hiscock, like Randall, 
dreads above alt others is a reduction of taxa- 
tion. ‘The reason lies on the surface of their 
personal records, They are not representa- 
tives of the people, If they were they would 
bend every energy to the abolition of unnec- 
essary taxes. They are, the one a Deifio- 
crat the other a Republican, the representa- 


tives of syndicates that fatten on taxes, and 


their work in Congress is to sacrifice their 
party, their country’s prosperity, themselves, 
if need be, to prevent any of the taxes that 
swell the pockets of their clients from 
taken off the people’s backs. 
Nothing that comes from such advocates 
can be trusted. They will not tell the truth 
in little things nor in great. Hiscock, to be- 
little the prospects of tariff reform, declares 
that the eighty-two Democrats who voted 
against Carlisle are to be counted as opposed 
to revenue reform. Noone knows better than 
he that of those eighty-two the thirty Demo- 
crats who voted for Cox are revenue-reform- 
ers. The 106 votes for Carlisle and the thir- 
ty votes for Cox were votes for the reduction 
of taxation and the abolition of monopolies 
like those of Hiscock’s Syracuse salt tyrants 
concealed under the taxes. Not evenall of 
the fifty-two votes cast for Randall can be 
counted as in favor of Randall’s and Hiscock’s 
schemes for perpetuating high taxes and 
monopoly, but these fifty-two he magnifies to 
eighty-two. This is about as near as a man 
who sits in Congress to betray the interests 
of the people in behalf of syndicates and 
special interests can be expected to get to the 


tru 

2 following extract from the remarks at- 
tributed to Mr. Hiscock will give a clear idea 
of the untruthfulness and untrustworthiness 


of this false leader. Our dispatches say: 
Frank Hiscock, of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, says the Morrison bill cannot become a 
law, and calls attention to the fact that eighty- 
two Democrats voted against Carlisle in caucus 
and only 106 for him. He goes so far as to say 
that any Bill which Mr. Morrison may report 
will be a bad one for the industries of the coun- 
try, which now want a rest from agitation. He 
the time to correct abuses in the tariff 
will be when the people are more prosperous. 


Morrison's bill proposes to reduce taxation

His 
idea of a rest from agitation is to let the op- 
pressive taxes imposed during the War stand 
forever, if only the people pay them and he 
and his receive them. Anything that will 
cut down the extra price they extort from 
every meal eaten by rich or poor in this 
country is ‘‘ agitation.” 

The time to correet abuses in the tariff, Mr 


Hiscock says, is when the people are more 


prosperous — that is to say, some other time, 
never this time. It appears from this re- 
mark that even he has to admit that there 
are abuses in the tariff. That being 80, 
it will occur to those who are considering the 
interests of the general public and not those 
of special classes like the Syracuse salt- 
makers that the time to correct these abuses is 


now, when we see them. And we donot want 


to wait too long for ‘“‘ prosperity.” Reform 
is never more prosperous than at the in- 
stant when hard times and depression make 
the people ready to welcome it. Empty 
pockets and empty stomachs are insatiable 
reformers. The true reformeg is overjoyed 


‘when he has the alliance of orces, and 


never thinks of waiting for p rity.” 


The people of this country will bury out of 
sight any party that comes before them in

A SOUTHERN VIEW OF PORTER. 

The Montgomery (Ala.) Advertiser is 
fighting the War over again, or at least that 
portion of it in 1862 when Porter disobeyed 
orders, refused to attack Longstreet, and 
failed to come to the relief of Pope by pre- 
venting the codperation of Longstreet and 
Stonewall Jackson, and f& pointing out the 
reverses which would have occurred had 
Porter made the attack as ordered. It comes 
to the conclusion that if Porter had advanced 
he would have been routed by Longstreet, 
and then Jackson and Longstreet would 
have crushed Pope. Referring to THE 
TRIBUNE’s statement that if Sheridan had 
been in command of Porter’s corps he would 
have attacked Longstreet’s force and gone 
through it, the Montgomery paper says: 

Porter had as good fighting material as there 


was in the Union army, we presume, and if 
Sheridan had been in command and had been 


was, we have 
would have gone at Longstreet 

against a locomotive, and with about the same 
result. It would have been rushing on to cer- 
tain destruction, for ne would not have gone 
through him, and he would not have joined 
Pope, and last, but not least, he would not 
have ‘‘ routed Stonewall Jackson.“ 


At this distance from the War our South- 
ern friends can glibly discourse upon what 
Sheridan would not have done under given 
circumstances. It is more to the purpose to 
judge what he would have done by what he 
did do. When he was in command he always 
obeyed orders, and if he had been ordered to 
go through the whole of Lee’s army, or all the 
forces in the South combined, he and his 
troopers would have obeyed the order. When 
Phil Sheridan was in command he always 
went through whatever force opposed him 
without stopping to count the number, and 
he never stopped to see if the night was dark 
or the roads were muddy, orif he had um- 
brellas or rubber boots. The Advertiser man 
knows this as well as any other man in the 
South. He claims for Longstreet that no 
bulldog ever fought with more grim deter- 
mination or stuck to it with more pertinacity, 
though he was sometimes slow in his move- 
ments.” The description applies exactly to 
Phil Sheridan, except that he was quick as 
lightning in his movements, as they had good 
occasion to know in Virginia. 

The Advertiser reitetates what has been 
said over and over again to no purpose— 
namely: that Longstreet is willing to testify 
that an attack on his corps the 29th of 
August, 1862, would have had no chance of 
success. We presume that if Sherman had 
abandoned his march to the sea there are 
plenty of Southerners who would say that he 
could not have succeeded. We presume that 
if Grant had abandoned Vicksburg Pember- 
ton would cheerfully have testified that it 
could never have been taken. We imagine 
that if Grant had not attacked Donelson the 
cowards Floyd and Pillow would cheerfully 
have testified also that he would have been 
defeated if he had made the attempt. But 
this is not business. When Porter was or- 
dered to move he did not know where Long- 
street was, or whether he had 2,200 or 22,000 
men. He didn’t know whether he would be 
successful or not. He had no knowledge on 
that point. No one knows whether he will 
be successful until he tries, and this he re- 
fused to do. Hence Longstreet’s offer of 
testimony as to what would have happened 


has no bearings on the case, even conceding 


that the attack would have éventuated as he 
claims. Moreover, Longstreet’s present tes- 
timony flatly contradicts his own official re- 
ports to the Confederate Government. 

In another article the Advertiser says that 
Tur Curcaco Trisune gives Southern 
men no credit for being honestly in favor 
of doing an act of justice to Porter.” 
We are not yet able to understand what 
connection the South has with the mat- 
ter at all, judging the controversy from 
the standards of good taste and unprej- 
udiced consideration. The friendship which 
the Southern papers and the Southern Briga- 
diers, as well as the old Copperhead factions 
in the North, have all along shown for the 
disobedient Porter is very suspicious, to say 
the least, and the less they come to his as- 
sistance the better it will be for him and the 
better will his cause appear. The vote of the 
Southern members in the House to restore 
him to his former rank was a public scandal. 
So far as Longstreet is concerned, he could 
hardly do less than try to assist Porter, who 
saved him the loss of several thousand men 
pod perhaps a defeat. 

The difference between the view taken of 
this subject by the Montgomery Advertiser 
and THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE is the difference 
between gratitude on the one hand and justice 
on the other. 
Longstreet had been ordered to attack Porter 
and had refused to do so because the night 
was dark or he was afraid of muddying his 
boots, the Montgomery man would have de- 
manded justice, and Tun Trisvune might 
have felt some gratitude to him—at least it 
would have conceded that he helped the 
North. The ex-Confederates are not to be 
blamed for standing by their friends who 
helped them defeat Northern armies. If 
Jefferson Davis were called upon for evidence 
he would vindicate Porter’s claim to be re- 
stored to his rank, and advise the payment of 
all his arrearages besides. Tue Trisune, 
however, sees no reason to reverse the opin- 
ion of Abraham Lincoln: I have read every 
word in that record, and I tell you Fitz John 
Porter ought to be hot. He was willing the 
poor soldiers should die while he from sheer 
jealousy stood within hearing of their guns 
waiting for Pope to be whipped.”

| Dnited-States-Marshal A. M. Jones uses bis office at 


Chicago to help himself as Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Central Committee; that he appoints at 
every recurring State election a thousand or fifteen 
hundred Republican deputies, who swarm around 
the polls at Chicago and permit Republican repeating 
while they intimidate Democrats.

The object of the Democratic movements 
against the United States election laws is plain. 
These laws are the last protection of honest 
voters in large cities against the repeaters and 
ballot-box stuffers of the Democratic party. If 
the provision for United States Supervisors and 
Marshals at National elections should be re- 
pealed in Chicago, for example, there would be 
nothing to prevent Carter Harrison’s friends 
from coun in as big a majority in the city 
for the Democratic Congressional, Presidential, 
and State tickets as they desired. They would 
wait until the majority against them in the 
country districts was known and then go it 
one better on the other side in the city. 
Their work in the First and Ninth Wards at the 
last election shows what they are capable of. 
If United States officers were removed from 
the polling-places such a thing as an honest 
election would not be known ina city of over 
100,000 inhabitants in the United States. The 
Democratic bosses would not only count out 
the Republican candidates, but crush all Inde- 
pendent Democrats as well. The election of 
such a man as Capt. Finerty, of the Second 
District, in spite of the decrees of the machine 
bosses, would be impossible.

ANOTHER citizen of the Republic is about 
to accept a foreign title, and to become in con- 
sequence ecstatically happy. Mr. Edward F. 
Dunne, who was at one time Chief-Justice of 
Arizona, and who was removed from that posi- 
tion by President Grant when he wanted to 
override the section of the Constitution which 
prohibits the use of public money for sectarian 
purposes, is to be made a Count by the Pope. 
After his dismissal, or removal, from the Art- 
zona Chief-Justiceship, Mr. Dunne took to 
lecturing in favor of separate schools for Cath- 
olics. Some of his friends tried to make it ap- 
pear that he was a martyr. The scheme did 
not work. He then settled in Chicago, where 
he practiced law fora brief period. This did 
not pay. He removed to Florida, where he 
went into the Catholic colonization business, 
and has been moderately successful. Mr. 
Dunne is very religious, mildly fanatical, and 
of somewhat unsettled purpose in worldly at- 
fairs. His devotion to the Papal Church and 
to the ideas of that organization on the sub- 
ject of education has won for him the title 
which is to be soon conferred on him. He 
will probably appreciate it. The Pope has 
already conferred the title of Marquis on two 
American citizens, residents of California. One 
is named Murphy, the other is named Oliver. 
They are rich, and both made generous dona- 
tions to the Pontiff. In Italy and the Latin 
nations these Papal titles are quite common 
and are not much appreciated. A few of them 
have been scattered ajout Ireland, and the 
owners, strange to say, are far from. popular. 
A person named Power, who was a member of 
Parliament for Waterford County several years 
ago, was made a Papal Count, and in order to 
have a suitable affix to the title changed his 
name to Dela Poer. He failed of reélection 
when a dissolution took place. The present 
member of Parliament for Clonmel, a Tippera- 
ry town, plain Mr. Moore, was made Count 
Moore after he had married one of the English 
Howards. Tim Healy, the most sarcastic of 
the Parnellites, thereupon dubbed him No- 
account Moore,” by which name he is now 
universally known. It describes the man very 
well, too. Indeed, it is seldom that these Papal 
titles are conferred on men of real merit. It 
is almost prima-facie evidence that a person is 
a dude, an adventurer, or a vulgar rich man if 
he accepts such cheap honors. 


Mr. Eaton, of Connecticut, is likely to 
get into a troublesome quarrel with his constit- 
uents on account of his objection to the Fin- 
erty resolutions on Wendell Phillips.

They speak of Wendell Phillips as a great 
American patriot and orator, and as the 
friend of human rightseverywhere. To express 
regret for the death of such a man is surely 
more in keeping with political circumstances 
and political justice than to adopt resolutions 
sympathizing with the German nation in its 


bereavement through the death of Herr Las- 


ker, who neither as an orator nor as a political 
thinker was at all comparable to the Abolition- 
ist orator.

Opera- House. 
© Last night the McCaull comic opera 
gave for the first time in Chicago Millocker's 
opera of The Beggar Student,“ a work which, 
previous to its production in this city, has 
scored great successes both abroad and in New 
York. As far as one can judge from a single 
hearing it is worthy of the success it has 
achieved, for, although not strikingly original, 
it is bright and tuneful throughout, and in 
spite of several strong reminiscences ꝙ Strauss 
and Suppé, more especially noticeable in the 
dance movements, deserves to take rank among 
the best productions of its kind. The per- 
formance as a whole went smoothly, the en- 
semble and chorus work being particularly 
good, The company is much better all round 
than the one which played “Prince Mathusa- 
lem here a short time ago, though Mr. 
Borneman scarcely takes the place of Mr. Wil- 
son, as he is evidently suffering from hoarse- 
ness, and his really clever representation of 
the part of Gen. Ollendorf was somewhat 
marred by a strong foreign accent, making it 
at ti.c>=ificult to understand him.

Bradlaugh Again Refused a Seat in 


the House of Commons—La- 
bouchere’s Speech. 


Massacre of Nearly Three 
Hundred Christians by Chinese 
in Tonquin.

Deaths. 


BRADLAUGE. | 
AGAIN REFUSED A SEAT IN THE COMMONS. 
| Lonpon, Feb. 11.—Henry Labouchére, mem- 


ber for Northampton, and Thomas Burt, mem- 
ber for Morpeth, accompanied Bradlaugh to 


the table of the Hbuse of Commons today. 


There Bradlaugh administered the oath to him- 
self and placed a signed paper on the table, 


bowing as he did so tothe Speaker. The latter 


informed Bradlaugh he had not conformed to 


the rules and ordered him to withdraw until 
his conduct had been considered by the House. 
Bradiaugh withdrew under the Peers’ 
gallery. Gladstone made no motion, 
whereupon Northcote moved that Brad- 
laugh not permitted to take the 
oath. Carried—280 to 167. Another motion 
made by Northcote, that Bradlaugh be excluded 
from the precincts of the House, was carried 
228 to 120. | 
Prior to the division on the first motion Glad- 
stone said he could not deviate from the course 


previously pursued. His opinion had not 

changed. It was not the duty of the Executive 

use. 

Labouchére opposed the motion, saying it 
would prevent Bradlaugh from taking his seat. 
Gladstone, interrupting, said it occurred to the 
Government that if Bradlaugh should sit and 
vote, so as to raise the question of penalty of 
the Government, it might raise a question in a 
court of justice as to whether Bradlaugh had 
taken the oath or not. 

Labouchére then ex his contempt for 
any form of oath, which, he declared, was a 
superstitious incantation and sanctimonious 
sophistry. This hypocrisy, he said, was being 
exposed, and it was his opinion that Bradlaugh 
would ultimately win. 

Forster deprecated Labouchére’s remarks. 

After further remarks by Northcote, O’ Don- 
nell, member for Dungarvan, pressed the 
Speaker to say whether Bradlaugh should with- 
draw. The Speaker said Bradlaugh had not 
taken the oath, and therefore could not be re- 
quired to withdraw the same as sworn mem- 
ber. 
Thomas Sexton, member for Sligo County, 
moved that before the House be divided La- 
bouchére be excluded. The division was then 
taken, with the result already stated. When 
the tellers came to the table to report the re- 
sult Viscount Crichton announced that Brad- 
laugh had voted against the motion. Healy, 
member for Monaghan, thereupon moved that 
Bradlaugu's vote be canceled. Healy accused 
the Government of being in collusion with 
Bradlaugh. The motion was carried—265 to 
151, Bradlaugh again voting with the minority. 
It was at this point thata division was taken 
on the motion of Northcote, that Bradlaugh be 
excluded from the precincts of the House. 

When Bradlaugh left the House he was re- 
ceived with hisses and cheers by the crowd. 
The law officers of the Government are in- 
structed to prosecute Bradiaugh immediately 
for voting three times the House. Brad- 
laugh will defend his on. Meanwhile he 
will not resign his seat. 

Bradlaugh has rendered himself liable to an 
aggregate penalty of £1,500.

HORRIBLE NEWS FROM CHINA. 
A TONQUIN MASSACRE—REPORTED SLAUGHTER 
OF CHRISTIANS. 

LONDON, Feb. 11.—From a number of con- 
flicting reports received here during the last 
few hours it has been possible to gather but few 
ot the details of a horrible massacre of Chris- 
tians which has occurred ip Tonquin. It is re- 
garded as certain that 300 or more catechists 
have been brutally murdered in their homes. 

Advices from Paris say that Le Monde 
publishes dispatcbes giving full accounts 
of the fiendish butchery indulged in 
by the Chinese in Tonquin. It also print 
a most affecting card from the 
Bishop of Tonquin, in which the latter appeais 
for aid to the Parisian public. He says that the 
massacred numbered over 250. The destruc- 
tion of the homes of the defenseless people fol- 
lowed the murderous crimes of the infuriated 
Chinese. Beside this 108 mission-houses have 
been totally destroyed, and the missionaries 
have been murdered and are obliged to flee for 
their lives. Further advices are awaited with 
feverish anxiety. The victims include a priest, 
twenty-two catechists and 211 Christians. 

[While France is rather glad than otherwise that 
England has got into a grave predicament in Egypt 
and the Soudan, and its best journalists are saying 
that if English troops are not competent to drive 
back the Mahdi to his own corner inthe desert 
they should ask for the assistance of French 
troops, the serious news from Tonquin comes op- 
portunely to warn France that she has troubles 
enough of-her own on hand without seeking to as- 
sume the responsibilities of her neighbors. Up to 
a recent date Admiral Courbet seemed to have got 
along very well in Tonquin. He had seen the new 
King put on the throne at Hué surrounded by French 
advisers; he had penetrated so far along the lower 
waters of the Red River delta that his troops had 
been able to drive the enemy back into 
Sontay, if not to capture that city itself; and he 
was only awaiting orders to attack Bacninh, which 
the Chinese Government, through the Marquis 
Tseng, has always declared to be the one point in 
Tonquin an attack on which by France would be 
considered by China a casus belli. Now comes the 
news of this horrible massacre of Christians to 
show, as by a lurid light, the real difficulties which 
France has to encountgr in Tonquin, and the dan- 
gerous pcsition in which her troops are situated 
amid a population hostile to them on religious as 
well as political grounds. It may be, however, that 
the massacre of the French Christians in Tonquin 
will be of service to M. Jules Ferry's Government. 
—— —4 in the recent 


passed substantial major- 
ity, thus the Government's policy in 
Tonquin was practically approved by the repre- 
sentatives of the nation, it was no secret 

among the members of the Extreme Left, led by 
M. Clemenceau, there was a strong opinion held 
that the Government's policy in the Far East should 
be condemned. Throughout France itself there 
prevailed a vague feeling of distrust that the Re- 
public was again drifting into a military career 
which might once more pull disaster down about its 
ears. What the Government wanted was some oc- 
currence which would rouse the feelings of the na- 
tion against the Tonquinese and make the political 
issues be forgotten. In these massacres they will 
have such an oceurrence provided to their hand, 
and it is reasonable to believe that the country will 
now be unanimous for pushing on the war in Ton- 


quin to the ditter end in defiance of 
the menaces of China. It was the 
massacre of missionaries and converts in 


Cochin China which first gave France her present 
powerful hold upon Tonquin and the more south- 
ern Province of Annam. In 1859 the King of An- 
nam’s forces, numbering 10,000 strong, were de- 
feated by the French, with considerable slaughter. 
Desultory fighting with the ese troops last- 
ed for three years, and peace was only definitiy 
restored in June, 1862, when the King had to sur- 
render three of his provinces in Cochin China to 
the French and stipulate that thereafter Christian 
missionaries should be allowed to labor in the 
country undisturbed. The cause of this war was a 
massacre of French Christians and native converts. 
The cession of so much territory to France was re- 
ceived with discontent by the inhabitants, and an 
insurrection broke out throughout Tonquin and An- 
nam which was not 2 — until February. 1863. Em- 
bassadors from Hué were sent to Paris to try and 


get back the ceded provinces, but their efforts were in 
vain, and the 25th of June, 1867, the three provinces 
were formally proclaimed by Fra

of Christians took place in Annam, and shortly after 
the beginning of the present war yet another mas- 
sacre of them was 
was commonly attributed to Chinese machinations, 
and it is quite possible that the present massacre 
is due to the same source, because China has a 
way of secretly working against her enemies rather 
than by a formal declaration of hostilities.

OBITUARY. 
THOMAS CHENERY,. 
Lonpon, Feb. 11.—Thomas Chenery, editor 
of the Times since 1877, and distinguished as an 
Oriental scholar, is dead. 


[Thomas Chenery, M. Ai, was born in Barbadoes 
in 1826, received his e@utation at Eton and at 
Caius College, Cambridge, and was afterwards 
called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn. He was ap- 
pointed the Lord Almoner’s Professor of Arabic at 
Oxford in 1868 by Dr. Wilberforce, Bishop of Ox- 
fordand Lord High Almoner; was incorporated 
M. A. in that university, and became a member of 
Christ Church. In 1869 the Sultan nominated him 
a member of the second class of the Imperial 
Order of the Medjidie; and in 1870 he was ap- 
pointed by the Committee of the Convocation 
of Canterbury one of the revisers of the 
authorised translation of the Old Testament. 
Mr. Chenery was 
the Royal Asiatic Society. He resig 
Almoner’s Professorship of Arabic in 1877, and 
soon afterwards (in November of the same year) 
succeeded Mr. Delane as editor of the Times news- 
paper. He attended, as one of the London dele- 
gates, the Congress of Internationalists which was 
held at Florence in September, 1878. As an Orien- 
tal scholar, he was chiefly knownjpy his translation 
of »The Assemblies of Al Hariri, with notes his- 
torical and grammatical,’’ 1867; and by his edition 
of Machberoth Ithiel; by Yehudah ben Shelomo 
Alkharizi,’’ 1872. He was also the author of various 
literary and political writings. : 

JOHN HUTTON BALFOUR. 

Lonpon, Feb. 11.—John Hutton Balfour, the 
distinguished botanist and physician, is dead, 
aged 76. 

[John Hutton Balfour, M. D., F. R. 8., F. L. 8., 
Hon. M. R. H. 8., Professor of Medicine and Botany 
in the University of Edinburg, Regius Keeper of 
the Royal Botanic Garden, and Queen’s Botanist 
for Scotland, related to Dr. James Hutton, author 
of the Huttonian Theory of the Earth, was born 
Sept. 15, 1808. He took the degree of M. A. in the 
University of Edinburg, and that of M. D. in 1831, 
and was Professor of Botany in the University of 
Glasgow from 1841 to 1845. He was the author 
of the “Manual of Botany,” ‘* Phyto-The- 
ology; or, Botany and Religion,.“ The 
Class-Book of Botany,” ‘Outlines of Botany.“ 
“The Plants of Scripture,” ‘The Botanist’s Com- 
panion,”’ Elements of y for Schools,“ II- 
lustrations of Botany, by means of large colored 
Drawings, with Handbook,” First Book of Bot- 
any, suited for Beginners,“ 1872; Introduction to 
the Study of Palwontological Botany,’’ 1872; and 
„ Second Book of Botany.“ 1873. He contributed 
the article on botany to the eighth and ninth edi- 
tions of the Encyclopedia Britannica, and pa- 
pers to the transactions ot the Royal Society of 
Edinburg and of the Botanical Society. Dr. Bal- 
four was a member of many learned societies on 
the Continent, was Secretary to the Royal Societ 
of Edinburg, and was for thirty years (up to 1877 
Dean of the medical faculty of the university in 
that city.!

More Complicated from Day 


The Case Will Be Taken Up to the Supreme 
Court Immediately, but the Company Will 
Also Begin Work at Onee. 


Judge Shepard delivered an opinion in the 
case of the People vs. The Chicago & Evanston 
Railroad Company yesterday morning, of which 
the following is an abstract: 

After defining the injunction prayed for 
against the Chicago & Evanston Railroad Com- 
pany and the Chicago & Lake Superior Railroad 
Company, the Judge said that in regard to the 
existence of the corporation known as the Chi- 
cago & Evanston Railroad Company it was 
contended that the charter of 1861 bad lapsed 
from non-use, but the clause of the Constitu- 
tion under which this argument was made was 
not intended to destroy charters like this where 
there had been a practical organization. As to 
whether the company had rights to operate a 
railroad within the city the Judge said the vari- 
ous acts would have to be construed so as to 
read, from some point within the City of Chi- 
cago to Evanston.”” The old city ordi- 
nances conferred the power to con- 
struct a road from Madison and La Salle 
streets north, and power to construct a 
bridge across the river at La Salle street. The 
corporation had been granted the power to 
construct a track crossing the river, with the 

roviso that horse-locomotion should be used. 

question arose, Had the company exhaust- 

ed its powers of location? He held that the 

acceptance by the com of the ordinances 

of 1864 and 1872 did not take away its power 
of changing its line. : 

As to the removal of the tracks from South- 
port avenue to relay them two blocks to the 
east on its own land, thereby relieving a resi- 
dence street from the objectionable features 
of a railr@ad track, the court had power in 
equity to grant this privilege. 

The question remained, a fair construc- 
tion of the charter and of the intent of the 
whole act permit the corporation to locate its 
southern terminus ate point of intersection 
with tracks on Canal street which will afford 
the means of reaching the Union Depot? If so, 
the right to bridge the North Branch of the Chi- 
cago River at the place named in the ordinance 
of 1883 would follow. Incident to this ques- 
tion arose the inquiry as to the power to sub- 
ject to this new public use the property-right 
in the Chicago River already devoted to an- 
other public purpose. The power to construct 
the bridge was implied in the right to build the 
road. The right to navigate the stream, though 
impaired, would still remain. 

next question was that of motive-power 
on the road. The right to use either steam or 
horse-power came from the State, and could 
not be surrendered to the city. The court, 
therefore, held that the ordinance of 1883 gave 
no right that was not authorized by the act of 
1865. Regarding the powers of the City Coun- 
cil to grant permission to operate. freight-cars 
on Hawthorne avenue, it was decided that the 
consent of property-owners was not necessary, 
nor was their consent needed as a prerequisit 
to the laying of an additional number of tracks 
on the street. 

The court thought it necessary to determine 
the technical objections urged by the defense 
upon the power of the Attorney-General to file 
information and other points. The questions 
raised against the Chicago & Lake Superior 
Railroad Company’s rights under the ordinance 
of 1883 were substantially the same as those 
already discussed as applying to the Chicago & 
Evanscon Railroad. 

SEND IT TO THE SUPREME COURT. 

The court entered no order, saying that, be- 
fore he did so he should require a stipulation 
between the parties that the order entered be 
considered final, so that an appeal might be 
taken.

AN INTERESTING SUIT. 


The Reading Company Asked to Pay 
the Circulation Tax on Promissory 
Notes Given to Employes for Wages. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 11.—[Special. }— 

The Reading Railroad is defendant in an in- 

teresting and important suit. The year before 

the company went into bankruptcy, four years 
ago, during the hard times of the winter, the 
company found it impossible to pay interest 
and wages both, so President Gowen hit upon 
the expedient of issuing wages certificates 
bearing interest. due on a fixed date and 
receivable at the face and accrued interest 
for coal bills.“ freight on tolls. The 
total issue was $2,845,000, and of course they 
became part of the currency of the region.

tion of a certain period, and were issued not 
as circulation but as evidences of and in pay- 
ment of the company’s indebtedness to its em- 
ployés fur wages which it was unable to pay 
in cash; because the said notes did not con- 
stitute nor could be said to constitute circu- 
lation; because the said promissory notes were 
not used by said company for circulation and 
paid out by it, but were merely issued to its 
own employés on account of the wages or pay 
due them, and when paid by the said company 
at maturity were canceled and never again is- 
sued; because the said act of Congress was 
never intended to prohibit a debtor from giving 
his promissory notes for his debts under pen- 
alty of the tax therein mentioned.

in regard to a reorganization of the other 
Western pools and combinations. Fears are 
entertained that, unless some action is 
soon taken regarding the Nebraska and 
other Western complications, the Southwestern 
Association will also become involved. Al- 
though the rates have not yet been openly re- 
duced considerable rate-cutting between Chi- 
cago and Western and Southwestern points is 
going on, and an open rate war cannot be much 
longer avoided. The St. Louis & San Francisco 
is openly cutting rates to Colorado and Utah 
points and the Pacific coast. It is probable 
that, when Commissioner Vining returns 
from Omaha today, the Western Trunk-Line 
Association roads will meet these rates, 
and it is also probable that some action will be 
taken regarding Nebraska rates. It is quite 
evident that nothing further will be done re- 
garding the trouble between the Burlington 
and the association until the complications 
within the latter areadjusted. The association 
will not be able to take concerted action as 
long as the Northwestern and Wabash are pull- 
ing one way and the Rock Island and Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul the other. re is 
not the least prospect that the associa- 
tion can be maintained in its present shape. 
Gould and Vanderbilt would no doubt like to 
see it broken up, but the Rock Island and Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul will resist this. The latter 
and the Union Pacific, the origina) tripartite 
roads, and the two will hold the Union Pacific 
to its contract, which cannot be terminated in 
less than six years.

The decision 
encourages the three injured men, who have 
begun suits against Lovett, and the claims for 
damages will probably be pressed vigorously. 


TERRIBLY BEATEN. 


¥Frightful Injuries Found on the Corpse 

ofan Asylum Patient. 
Uric, N. V., Feb. 11.—- [Special. The inquest 
concerning the injuries and death of the asy- 
lum patient Evan D. Hughes was resumed today. 


Charles H. Ransom, a physician and Coroner of 
Madison County, testified that he assisted Drs. 
Chase and Hammond in the autopsy at Nelson. 
They found three ribs broken. The lungs were. 
collapsed and congested and the ribs penetrated 
near the centre of the left lung. The jaw was 
broken to the right of the centre. There was a 
bruise on the left temple. The back from the 
shoulder blade down was bruised as though 
it had come in contact with some- 
thing blunt before death. Witness did 
not think the ribs were broken by a fist blow. 
The jaw might have been so broken. The ribs 
might have been broken by a heavy man fall- 
ing on the patient, as described by attendant 
Brown. Death, the witness thought, resulted 
from the rib wound in the lung. He saw no 
discoloration onthe face such as would nat- 
urally result from a blow capable of breaking 
a man’s jaw.

“OFFICE EXPENSES.” 


The Massachusetts Lumber Surveyor 
Absorbs Nearly $20,000 under That 
Head. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 11.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Robinson today discovered an apparent dis- 
crepancy of over $17,000 in the accounts of 
Gen. Cram, Surveyor-General of Lumber. The 
office was created in 1865 and Cram has held it 
ever since. He was required to keep an office 
in Boston and was allowed 10 per cent of the 
fees received up to $3,200 a year, all in excess 
of that sum to be paid over to the State. At- 
tention appears to have deen directed 
to the matter just now by summing 
up the total money paid into the 
Treasury during the term of years 1866-88 in- 
clusive, which is but $2,254.77. Upon calling 
for the corresponding total of returns made to 
the office of the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth, it appeared that the total of fees re- 
eeived in excess of the annual limit of $3,200 
had been $19,873.10. Here is accordingly an 
apparent balance due the Treasury of $17,618.33.

said that his apparent deficiency represents the 
total amount of office expenses which he has 
incurred during the term 1888-83. and that he 
supposed himself to be entitled under the 
statute toan allowance for those expenses.

It consists 
of a conical tin tube for condensing steam from 
factories 80 as to prevent the annoying condensa- 
tion on the roofs of buildings or in the vicinity of 
the factories. These condensers can be seen grac- 
ing the tops of many of the large buildings down- 
town, and one of them, which is visible from the 
Judges seat in the court-room, was used by him as 
an illustration of bis opinion. The patent was 
granted July 4, 1876, to Lyman for an 9 
in traps tor exhaust steam pipes. de e ts 
when sued for infringement contended, first, that 
the patent was void for want of originality; and 
second, that the patentee had put his device into 
public use more than two years before he obtained 
a patent, and had consequently lost all right toa 
a said the proof showed that as far back 
as 1872 Lyman manufactured four condensers simi- 
lar to those covered by his subsequent patent, with 
minor exceptions, and sold them to as many busi- 
‘ness-houses here. Those condensers were not 
made for experiment within the meaning of the 
law, as they were sold for prices ranging from $12 
to $83 each. By thus giving his device to the pub- 
ne more than two years before he applied for a pa- 
tent he lost the right to any, and the finding would 
be in favor of the defendants. They manufactured 
a condenser similar to complainant’s, with the x- 
ception of turning up or down the rims of the ex- 
haust cones and making a hole for cleansing the 
head, but Lyman was only entitied to a patent for 
such improvements as he made within two years of 
July 4, 1876, when he took out bis letters, and they 
only covered the turning of the rims and the Role.

An Option Deal in Hops Declared Void.

Charges Against a Hyde Park Justice of the 
Peace. 

Justice Thomas Goodwillie, of Kensington, was 
made defendant yesterday in a suit in the Circuit 
Court, commenced against him by Matilda Wess- 
man to recover $75. She also fled an affidavit for 
his arrest, in which she says he took advantage of 
her helplesness. She says that in October last she 
swore out a warrant before him for the arrest of 
Charles Anderson on a charge of bastardy, and the 
Justice charged her $34.50 for his fees, which was 
more than twice the legal amount. Anderson 
took a change of venue to Justice Dalton, 
who held him to the Criminal Court. Soon 
after this Anderson compromised by agreeing to 
pay $100 in four installments, and paid the first in- 
stallment of $25 in cash.

The London Economist presents some facts in re- 
gard to the condition of financial affairs in Austra- 
lia which, coupled with reports from other sources, 
explain the exports of gold from London to that 
country. The cause of the movement was appar- 
éntiy the same which led to shipments to Canada 
some weeks ago—a feeling that the banks needed 
additional strength. The loans of the Australian 
bahks have increased £11,400,000 in the last year, 
while their cash resources have decreased £750,000. 
The coin and bullion in the banks of Victoria and 
New South Wales Sept. 30 averaged only 28 $344 
per pound of liabilities, against 4s 544d Sept. 30, 1880. 
This is a very bad state of things, and it is not sur- 
prising that gold has been shipped to a country 
which is one of the largest producers of the metal 
in the world. General trade in Australia has been 
im @ precarious condition for some time. That 
country seems to have got into the American way 
of Rite-fiying. 

Something pew in the way of a financial organiza- 
tion is the Boston Special Capital Company. with a 
capital of $500,000, Which is before the Massachu- 
setts Legisiature asking for incorporation. Its ob- 
ject is to provide capital for limited partnerships.
